German* Face Huge Job 
of Withdrawing Army 
Under

The Russian recapture of Moz­ 
haisk, opposite Moscow, is a vic- 
i tory of m ajor importance and one 
which may well expand into fwr­ 
ither great successes in the imm ed­ 
ia te future.

Mozhaisk, which sits astride the 
Moscow-Smolensk 
railway, 
has 
been the anchor for the center of 
the Nazi w inter defense line. The 
Germans had fortified this key 
| position heavily and were depend­ 
ing on it m ightily for their spring 
offensive which would he calculat­ 
ed to make an early capture of the 
Soviet capital. 
With the fall of Mozhaisk, how-1 
ever, the whole German center - 
i hundreds of miles of th* light inc­ 
line up and down the Moscow sec- 
' tor—presumably 
will be 
forced 
‘ to pull back to a great depth in 
order to straighten the front, for 
; this town lay at the apex of a 
great salient which the invaders 
had driven into the Red defense. 
Indeed, the Muscovites report th at 
the H itlerites are retreating along 
the Smolensk road of tragic N a ­ 
poleonic memories. 
W ithdrawal of h big army under 
enemy pressure is always a des­ 
perate undertaking It is doubly 
so when it has to he engineered 
I through deep snows and in sub­ 
zero 
w eather, 
particularly 
for 
troops which are unequipped for 
such w eather and now have been 
deprived of their shelter of w inter 
quarters and must shift for them ­ 
selves in the death-dealing winds 
of the steppes. 
Holds Potential Disaster 
The position is one which cer­ 
tainly holds potential disaster for 
the Nazis. It depends on w hether 
the Russians are able to exploit 
their capture of Mozhaisk before 
the Germans are able to retire to 
fresh 
positions 
and 
reestablish 
their line. 
Yesterday I railed your a tte n ­ 
tion to the threat in the Japanese 
capture of the airhuse of Tavoy in 
British Burma. Since then com ­ 
bined 
Japanese 
and 
Siamese 
(Thai) forces have struck toward 
the Burmese port of Moulmein, 
through the British report th a t 
the drive was checked near the 
Thailand-Burma frontier town of 
Myawaddi. 
Now the extension of the Ja p ­ 
anese attack to Burma is most dis­ 
quieting. As pointed out in yes­ 
terday's column, were the Japs 
able to gain control of Burma they 
would at once have cut the Burma 
j road and thereby fairly well iso­ 
lated China from the outside world 
and would have gained a powerful 
base for operations against India. 
Loss of the Burma road ob­ 
viously would be a catastrophe for 
the Allies in the Far East s in c e 
it would cut the Chinese off from 
their main supply route. And to ­ 
day the Chinese press is appealing 
jto the United States and B ritain 
for Hugh quantities of war m a t­ 
erials. 
But beyond this, there is sm all 
doubt that the Japanese are g e t­ 
ting set for a possible attem pt to 
wrest the 
Indian 
empire 
from 
Britain. T hat has been one of N ip­ 
pon’s great dream s for long years. 
It’s been one of Germany's for th a t 
matter. 
There is no reason to suppose 
that the British aren’t holding 
Burma in strength. They also have 
a large standing army of natives 
in India. However, 
if 
the 
Jap s 
should succeed in getting hold of 
Burma it would present a serious 
menace to India proper. The grav ­ 
ity of this situation would 
be 
vastly increased if the Nipponese 
should also capture Singapore, for 
that would give them a sea route 
between Singapore and Sum atra 
to reach their base in Burma. 
The British position isn’t m ade 
any easier by the strong political 
agitation in both Burma and B rit­ 
ish India for absolute freedom be­ 
cause that w orks against unity, It 
is true that the powerful all-India 
Congress, 
representing countless 
millions of followers, recently v o t­ 
ed to support the British govern­ 
ment in the war. This wasn’t be­ 
cause of love of the British but 
fear of the Axis powers. 
The Congress and their great 
leader, Gandhi, split on this issue 
and he abandoned his leadership 
because he doesn’t countenance the 
use of violence, even for defense, 
He is the most powerful figure in 
India and naturally many of his 
people will 
adopt 
his 
attitude, 
which 
means 
that 
while 
they 
wouldn't support the enemy, nei­ 
ther would they fight for the B rit­ 
ish. I know Gandhi personally and 
have found th at once he has his 
[mind made up, he is difficult to 
I budge.

It is important for every 
American, psf tonally in public life, to be able 
to show clean hands anti a pure heart, plus a 
reasonable amount of intelligent devotion to 
his country. 
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AUTOMOBILE-USK TAX 
With the new federal automobilr-u.se tax 
stamps now on sale in Kingston at tho post 
office and two sub-stations, many automobil­ 
ists arc wondering if it is necessary to pur­ 
chase these stamps. It is. The stamp costs 
$2.09, and must l>e affixed to all motor ve­ 
hicles on February I, for the flvc-month 
period ending July I, when $5 stamps will lie 
issued for a full fiscal-year period ending 
June 30, 1943. 
This federal tax was levied under the Rev­ 
enue Act of 1941 to apply to all motor vehi­ 
cles and boats. On motor vehicles the tax rate 
is $5 annually; on boats, over-all length of 
16 feet or over but not over 28 feet, $3, rang­ 
ing up to 5200 for boats with over-all length 
over 200 feet. 
The term “use” in the case of a motor 
vehicle means on the use of cars on public 
highways. If a car owner has laid up his 
car for the month of February he will not 
have to purchase one of those tax stamps, 
but when he places his ear in list1 on March 
I, he will find it necessary to purchase a tax 
stamp which will cost him 42 cents less than 
the February cost of $2.09. In other words the 
car owner only pays for the use period. Per­ 
sons acquiring a car in June, 1942, would 
only pay 42 cents. Any fraction of a month 
is equivalent to a full month. 
There are no forms to be filled out when 
purchasing a tax stamp hut the purchaser is 
given a card which he must fill out and mail 
to the nearest collector of internal revenue. 
The card will be validated at the post office 
so that it will show purchase of a stamp. 
The pur|K)se of the card is to give the col­ 
lectors a check on all who have [mid the tax, 
as the cards will be checked against the mas­ 
ter list of vehicle owners. 
These tax stamps are approximately I ’* 
by 2 inches in size. 
If the stamp Is washed off tho vehicle or 
otherwise destroyed the owner of the car is 
still liable and a new stamp is the only al­ 
ternative as proof of payment. It therefore 
seems reasonable to assume that the stamp 
may be legally displayed on the inside of the 
car. 
Any person who uses or permits the use 
of a motor vehicle after February I, without 
the stamp affixed shall In' guilty of a misde­ 
meanor under the provisions of the act, and 
upon conviction shall lie lim'd $25 or impris­ 
oned for not more than 30 days, or lioth. 
The only exemptions from the “use” tax is 
a vehicle owned by the United States, a state, 
territory, the District of Columbia, or a po­ 
litical subdivision of any of the foregoing. 
The law requiring the use of the tax stamp 
will not lie enforced by the state police or 
the Kingston police department or the county 
authorities. It is a federal statute and en­ 
forceable by federal officers. 
Any repeal of the tax stamp provision is 
not anticipated before February I, but it w ill 
probably lie considered by Congress along 
with new revenue legislation. The question 
has linen raised as to whether there will lie 
stringent enforcement in connection with the 
use tax. but that is problematical. Owners of 
motor vehicles, however, arc advised not to 
take any chances. Only Congress can change 
the law or liberalize its provisions. 
It should also lie remem bo it'd that in ease 
an automobilist buys a stamp and then can­ 
not get tires to operate his car ho will find 
that there is no rebate. When a car is traded 
the owner does not keep the stamp, it goes 
with the car. 
The use stamp does not apply to trailers, 
only to vehicles operating under their own 
power.

Much of the teach­ 
ing has I teen In the Japanese language and 
the schoolbooks arc said to have liven filled 
with pictures of Japanese flags and troops 
and patriotic stories about them. 
There was even a story in one of those 
schoolbooks which taught the Japanese chil- 
til en as follows: “It is our duty to go under 
the water when the enemy’s battleships draw 
near, and sink them by shooting torpedoes, 
and at times go secretly to the enemy's har- 
lior and attack his battleships without warn­ 
ing.” 
Talk about “teaching the young idea how­ 
to shoot!”

Philadelphia. Nov. 22 (.Ta—An 
incredibly small and deadly bullet­ 
shaped molecule, only four mil­ 
lionths of an Inch thick, has been 
branded as the cause of one of 
tho miseries of mankind, human 
influenza. 
Its isolation and 
its 
picture, 
taken by the new electron micro­ 
scope. were described today to the 
American Philosophical Society. 
Magnified 25,000 diam eters until 
it shows up as a very tiny grey 
dot on a photograph, the picture 
is of a deadly specimen taken 
from the 'flu infection which killed 
a person here three years ago. 
It is moreover the same kind of 
flu—Type A—which spread over 
the country last winter. 
This molecule, a small bit of 
protein, is one of the tiniest di­ 
sease agents known to science. 
One of the most startling things 
to the layman and of profound 
significance to medicine about this 
flu bullet is that it is not a living 
thing like microbes. 
It is able to reproduce itself, 
when in living tissue, but that 
seems to he more of a chemical 
reaction than a sign of actual 
life. 
The discovery has opened a new 
way to make vaccines against hu­ 
man ’flu. 
A new vaccine has al­ 
ready been made which protects 
animals . gainst human ’flu, and ex­ 
periments are now starting to 
learn whether it will protect man.

Washington, Nov. 22 (A*)-A con­ 
gressional privilege jealousy guard­ 
ed since the founding of the repub­ 
lic was reasserted by the house 
this week in authorizing Represen­ 
tative Fish (R-NY) to appear be­ 
fore a special District of Columbia 
grand jury investigating foreign 
propaganda activities.

Kittredge Collection Is Exhibited 
In Mariner's Museum in Virginia 


Over a period of IO years, El- 
win Martin Eldredge of 271 East 
Strand, has been collecting what 
is known as the Eldredge steam ­ 
ship collection, which is now on 
exhibition in the M ariners’ Muse­ 
um in Newport Nows, Va. 
Mr. Eldredge came to Kingston 
in 1938. purchasing the form er 
W alter P. Crane residence prop­ 
erty on East Strand, where he has 
since made his home. 
His hobby has been the collect­ 
ing of pictures and other data of 
steamships, and for nearly half a 
century he has been busy compil­ 
ing records of all types of steam ­ 
ers for posterity. 
The Eldredge collection is per­ 
haps the most comprehensive of 
its kind in the world. The m aterial 
, may be roughly enumerated and 
classified as follows: 1,000 prints; 
300 
paintings; 
125 
mechanical 
drawings and sketches; IOO post­ 
ers; 
25,000 photographs; 
10,000 
postcards; 14 ship models and 200 
miscellaneous objects. 
For reference purposes the col­ 
lection has been divided by tjfpe 
in 
the following classifications; 
Trans-oceanic steamships: coast­ 
wise steamships, sound and river 
steamships; lane and inland w ater 
steamboats, and specialized types 
I including naval vessels and yachts. 


These broad classifications are sub­ 
divided by nationality, line and 
service. 
The value of the Eldredge collec­ 
tion is greatly enhanced in that 
he had diligently compiled a com­ 
plete historical record of every 
vessel represented. Practically ev­ 
ery American steam-driven craft 
of importance is in the collection. 
in addition to a large number of 
equally interesting but less spec­ 
tacular craft. In some cases the 
Eldredge copy of an unfamiliar 
print is the only known copy in 
existence. 
The collection of oil paintings is 
equally diverse and unique and 
due to the fact that James Bard 
and his brother. John, were said 
to be the first American painters 
of steamboats their w*orks are fea- 
1 tured to the collection. In his early 
paintings James Bard was assist­ 
ed by his brother, John, who died 
about 1851. James Bard’s latest 
work was executed about 18%, 
and he died in 1897 at the age of 
82 years. 
Included irr the collection are 
paintings of American steam m er­ 
chant vessels, and emphasis has 
been placed 
on early 
American 
trans-atlantic and coastwise lin­ 
ers. together with steamboats of 
the Hudson river, New York har­ 
bor, Long Island Sound and the 
I Chesapeake.

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WHAT IS REID CROSS? 
“Will you please toll mr who operates tho 
Red Cross?” asks a reader in a letter to the 
editor. 
“Is it 
a government 
institution? 
Where does it get its money?” 
It seems odd that a n y o n e in America needs 
to ask these questions. Newspapers tell a 
good deal about the Red Cross every year, 
and especially in November when it con­ 
ducts its membership roll t all and raises its 
funds. Most people know what it is, although 
some may have forgot ten that it was char­ 
tered by an act of Congress in 1905. 
Its official purpose is “to furnish volunteer 
aid to the sick and wounded of armies in 
time of war in accordance with the conven­ 
tion of Geneva; to act in matters of volun­ 
tary relief and in accord with the military 
and naval authorities as a medium of com­ 
munication between the American people 
and their army and navy; to continue and 
carry on a system of national and interna­ 
tional relief in time of ixjace, and to apply 
the same in mitigating the suffering caused 
by pestilence, famine, fire, floods and other 
great national calamities, and devise and 
carry on measures for preventing the same.” 
Holding to those purposes, the work of the 
American Red Cross has grown and has 
com e to include extensive public education 
in home nursing, life-saving, accident pre­ 
vention, and so on. It “gets its money” from 
the American people, millions of whom join 
it and pay $1.00 a year as dues. Others give 
larger sums to support the work. The War 
Dej>artmcnt audits Red Cross accounts and 
submits an annual report to Congress. And 
thus, year in, year out, in war and in peace, 
its great humanitarian work goes on. 


TOKYO DIPLOMACY 
Special Envoy Sa buro Kurusu doesn't seem 
to have made a favorable impression in this 
country so far.

LABOR CONTROL 
The United States scorns to be nome 
through the transitional labor period that 
Britain experienced fifteen to twenty years 
ago. What happened then may shod some 
liKht on our present problems. 
The British government greatly increased 
the power of its labor unions after the last 
war. Britain then had a Labor Party govern­ 
ment in 1924-25. When it was overthrown, 
organized labor adopted procedure much like 
that of American labor recently. There was 
a big coal strike, followed by a spread of la­ 
bor troubles ending in a general strike that 
closed nearly all the mines and factories. 
The British public was greatly aroused, 
and the result was adoption by Parliament 
of the 
British Trade Union Disputes Act* 
which reduced the power of labor unions. It 
forbids strikes, local or national, which seem 
intended to coerce the government or impose 
hardship on the public. There is criminal lia­ 
bility for union officials and workmen alike, 
if they engage in illegal strikes, and labor 
unions may be sued for damages by work­ 


s ’ow, just as a ten ton bridge is not required to 
carry ton tons very often, it then'fore has a large 
margin of safety because most of the loads which 
go over it are not more than 2 to 3 tons.

I have s|>okon before of a professor of the Illin­ 
ois College of M od ic me who. at the age of forty, 
found that his heart was diseased 
was failing 
By 
remembering thai his heart was just a pump and 
that ii could continuo to pump enough hfixx! for 
him despite leaks (m urm urs', and other heart signs 
and symptoms, he lived to the ag*' of SI. 
The thought then is that the heart is a most im­ 
portant organ and must not be strained by over­ 
eating, overexercising or by diseas*’ if it can be pre­ 
vented. However, even a damaged heart can pump 
sufficient blood for life's needs if it is not asked to 
pump too much at any one tim*1.
